Wirn a very keen feeling of regret and sorrow, we have to announce, 
this week, the death of Mr. ALBERT H. Jesser, K.C. Buta few short 
weeks ago his friend and constant co-worker, Mr. FELIX Davis, closed in 
death at an early age a career full of honour and achievement ; and the 
swiftness with which Mr. Jesset has followed him to the grave, in what ts 
normally the prime of life. adds a special poignancy to our grief and comes 


to us all asa tragedy of tragedies. For many years this admirable man 


and faithful Jew has been a prominent and much-loved figure in our midst. 
In more than one direction he left his mark upon communal life, bringing 
to his work a robust common sense and transparent honesty which brushed 
aside the petty and the mean; and a wit and geniality which tended not a 
little to smooth the machinery of our communal life. But beneath his 
bonhomie were a pure idealism and sincere religious feeling which dignified 
his life and ennobled his every task. And his earmestness and sincerity, 
his freedom from pompous sham and hypocritical convention earned him 
not only the respect but the affection of his fellows, so that, after strenuous 
years filled with many a well-fought contest, he has passed from among us 


leaving none behind but those who honour his memory. If to die mourned 


and respected by all is the best of all leave-taking, then ALBERT

THE REPLY OF THE ALLIES. 

THE Allies’ reply to the German Note puts, albeit in terms none toolucid 
and concise, the only answer that the Note left practically possible. It lays the 
blame for ree holocaust where alone that blame canrest. It exposes 
the true nature ofthe illusory © victory"’ to which the Central Powers lay claim, 
It resents the hectoring forcefulness whitch it would seem Germany: must 
employ equally when she seeks peace as when she provokes war. And it 
lays bare with merciless precision the motives of the German Peace over- 
tures. In particular we welcoms the Allies’ pointed reference to the German 
attitude at the Hague Conference. In all such gatherings Germany has 
been always “the skeleton at the feast.” Proposals for disarmament and 
all movements in a similar direction have appeared to her, in her 
blind unreasoning, as weak sentimentality. Thus the proposals 
made on more than’one occasion in (this country for an arrest of naval 
armaments—" for a naval holiday,” to use Mr. CHURCHILL'S phrase— 
met with no response. (Germany preferred to bestride Europe armed to the 
teeth with every device of destructive devilry, in the hope of intimidating other 
nations into subjection. The meaning of the war in essence is that Europe 
has at last rebelled against this intolerable menace, and now that Germany 
feels—and with good reason—the ground slipping from her feet, she is fast 
learning the lesson that has been administered to similar tyrannies in the 
past. To her request for negotiations the Allies have returned the 
reply that “ a mere suggestion, without statement of terms, that negotiations 
should be opened, is not an offer of peace,” and those words will be widely 
endorsed among the Allies. But, as we ventured to say last Friday, 
that need not, and must not, prevent the Allies stating definitely 
their own terms of peace to the President of the United States, as 
soon as they have been agreed upon. We observe with interest 
the statement of the Times, last Monday, that it “did not doubt 
that when the Allies issue their answer to his (President Witson’s) 
suggestion, it will be found to indicate, at least in broad lines, the terms 
which alone they can regard as admissible,” and our contemporary trusted 
that “ these will be stated in language plain enough for all American citizens 
to understand.” This, to be sure, was not the line which our contemporary 
took when the terms of President WiLSON’s communication were first made 
public, but it agrees fully with what we said last week. For the reasons 
which we then gave, we regard such a declaration as the right and true 
policy in the circumstances—best for the object we have in view, fairest to 
President WILSON and the great nation over whose destinies he presides,

The overtures of Germany, couched in a tone of insolent braggadocio, are 
one thing. The President's appeal is altogether another, and the Allies 


people across the Atlantic in a spirit of frankness, cordiality, and respect — 
willingly helping them in their efforts to restore Peace, providing, of course, 
that the great objects for which England unsheathed the sword can first be 
secured.

_ We have read with feelings of the utmost pleasure the cordial greetings 
which our able contemporary, the American Hebrew, extends to the 


especially glad at this thoughtful act, because the American journal has, in 
recent months, not hesitated to express its sharp disagreement from us 
upon several matters of consequence. Our contemporary will forgive us, 
however, if we venture to suggest that that is less the fault of the Jewisu 
CHRONICLE than the result of its own necessarily limited knowledge and 
understanding of European conditions generally, and those of this country 
in particular. We are aware that our contemporary olers the tame 
apologies on our account, but we may auswer as an unimpugnable 
geographical fact that we are quite 3,000 miles nearer to the scene and 
are more likely, at all events, to be in closer contact with the forces 
and influences at work upon the Continent. We would also say that 
if the American Hebrew really imagines that the Jewist CHRONICLE 
has ever weakened, even momentarily, in its passionate eagerness for the 
Jewish cause, then it has been betrayed into the profoundest of errors. It 
is our sincere and earnest conviction that the dominating issues of this war 
for all peoples—especially for the Jews and not excluding the Germans-—- 
are, as we point out in a leading article elsewhere, in this issue, the saored.- 
ness of treaty law, the rights of little peoples, and the leaving of breathing 
space for the world against the suffocating tyranny of the Prussian military 
caste. With the triumph of those issues the Jewish future is inextricably 
bound up. The smaller problem—as the Jewish is comparatively, in point of 
the number directly involved—is contained in the major one. The Jewish 
question—a spiritual as well as a material one—is part and parcel of the great 
spiritual struggle against the bratal Real-Politik of which the Central 
Powers are the solitary exponents to-day—that same Real-Polstik which 
—without ranning to the lengths of insensate Germanophobia that iS 
prevalent in some quarters to-day—we may justly say has made German 
influence the worst enemy that the Russian Jew has had for genera- 
tions. But it is just because not only American opinion but 
American Jewish opinion has so frequently failed to seize the underlying 
ethical issues, or appreciate the fact that the present struggle is anything 
more than+a clash of rival lusts and ambitions, that the position of the 
Jewisn CHRONIg.£, and for that matter of other journals, is not always 
understood by the American Hebrew and some of the other Jewish journals 
published in the United States. Our Jewish contemporary should try to 
envisage the problem in the only way that is fair to the Allied 
nations and to penetrate the great underlying principles. It will 
then understand why a joarnal, which for three-quarters of a century has 
stood for justice and fair play for the Jew, believes with such intensity in 
the Allies’ cause. We thank our @ontemporary heartily and sincerely for 
its felicitations, and we would add only this: since it deems the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE worthy of them, ought it not to conclude, by a process of 
natural logic, that the attitude we take up on the war, including. our attitude 
on the Kusso-Jewish problem, is dictated by exactly the spirit and the 
sentiments that have earned for us its commendation and the congratulations 
which we so deeply appreciate ? 


DR. MAGNES AND RUSSIA.

MR. AUSTIN HARRISON AND 
THE “LONDON MAGAZINE.” 


EvERY great crisis produces a demand for scapegoats, and the Jew has 
been utilised so frequently for the purpose that it is not surprising to find 
him similarly employed in the present emergency. As a rule he is dressed up 
as an international financier and then incontinently consigned to the flames. 
But it is a little regrettable to find so considerable a publicist as Mr. AUSTIN 
HARRISON taking a hand in so sorry a game. In the course of an article 
in the London Magazine Mr. HARRISON singles out “ international finance” 
as the possible cause of a treacherous peace, and then proceeds to embody 
it in human shape as “ the Big Jew,”’ who is “‘a danger whether naturalised 
oreven Britishborn.” “ We have,” he tells his countrymen, ‘a great many 
rich Jews in our midst, men who are German by origin, whose trend 
of thought is German.” The Jews. “think internationally” (a better 
thing for the State, we should imagine, than thinking insularly), and 
it was on “Jewish penetration here that the Germans counted before 
they struck. They thought we were too pledged to the Jews, that the 
doors of our great cities were too honsycombed with Jewish or German 
international interests to venture upon a European war.” And the editor

Dr. HERTZ will not; we feel 
sure, allow himself to be ledinto a mere negative attitude towards the problem 
Mr. SIMMONS propounded. For we would point ont, with all the energy 
we can command, mere destructive criticism of Mr. SIMMONS’ sermon, 
from whomsoever it may proceed, is simply imitating the main fault of 
that deliverance, which was exactly the destructive criticism upon which 
it was based. That attitude is in no sense helpful. What we need is 
definite guidance in the present difficult conditions. The community 
looks for a lead, and, naturally in such circumstances, it looks to 
the Cuier Rape!. To him they turn for constructive policy. Some time 
ago, we heard of a proposal to bring the Standing Committee of the 
Ministers’ Conference into action, so to speak. But if that somewhat 
occasional body has done, or is doing, anything, we should be glad to hear 
of it. Wewrite as we do becafise we dread in such times as those through 
which we are passing, and still more in those with which we shall presently 
be faced, the negative results of merely sterile, as well as facile criticism, 
The community is entitled to something more useful,

“The Jewish Soldier's Religion.” 
What a Jewish Soldier Says. 


RITING last week on the subject of the relation between the 
Jewish soldier and the synagogue which is likely to subsist at 
the end of the war, with special reference to his sermon upon 
the question by the Kev. Vivian G. Simmons, 1 pointed out the 
danger of “ venturing any definite or didactic conclusions upon a subject of 
extreme delicacy which in its present condition must be one to some extent, 
if not largely, of prognostication, or even mere conjecture.” When those 
words were set down, the writer of them had not the letter which he 
proposes here to re-produce. Had it been in his possession he would have 
rendered the caveat above quoted in terms far more positive and direct. 
He would have been te:npted to plead that after all an enquiry upon the 
question from the soldiérs themselves might, since they are chiefly concerned, 
reveal information valuable for arriving at some determinations of a reliable 
nature. Mr. Simmons gave to us what he conceived to be 
the true version of the Jewish soldier's message concerning 
his religion. But we know how = thoughts and aspirations put 
into other people’s words, however honestly they have been 
translated, are likely to become misrepresented. They necessarily take 
shape, substance, and character from that through which they filter 
exactly as a stream becomes tinged in consonancé with the colour of the 
soil over which it flows.

DEAR MENTOR,—-I have just completed a turn in “ trenchland” 
and am thinking to send you a tew lines because | want to tell you my 
opinion, for what it is worth, of that sermon which Chaplain Simmons 
preached the other week.

IN THE PROVINCES. 

A new trouble has been raised by the Sunday closing agitators, the 
Chief Constable at Grimsby and the Deputy Chief Constable of Lincoln- 
shire having resolved to prosecute not merely the trader, but 
also the customers who patronise him.

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Those are the only matters to which he gives any sort of thought 
or consideration worth the name, although. his sleeping arrange 
ments, if they happen to be bad, may exercise him.

“a new Heaven and a new Earth” is s0 much imagination the 
averace soldier doesn't bother about such things. He simply goes 
through it. 

But. Mr. Simmons’ sermon did make me think, and when I was 


recently doing my turn in the trenches I asked myself what ettect the 
War had had upon my religious faith or was likely to have on that of 
any soldier who was brought up asa Jew: Well, I will tell you. I 
was taught my Judaism at my poor mother's knee, and she impressed 
upon me those sacred words: “And thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, with all thy soul and with all thy strength,”’ because, 
-as she would always say, “ God so loves us"; and she would add, ‘It Is 
but some of His love that He has implanted in us that we return to 
Him!” That love of God and God's love of us, after all, isthe founda- 
tion rock of Judaism. It is the Jew’s charter, revealed to him after the 
declaration of God's Unity, which is the very basis of our faith. Very 
well, now ask yourself, even with what you know of what this seething 
mass of abominable cruelty, degradation, destruction we call War 
is like, even with what you know of what it means to do service 
in the trenches—and as you have not seen the War and 
have not served in the trenches, believe me you know next 
to nothing—where is there room to talk about Love in War 
as it is being carried on to-day? Where is the man who, with 
a spark of honesty in his heart and without his tongue in his cheek, 
will talk of man’s—the soldier man's, I mean—love for God or God's 
love for him? Love and War—good God Do you realise what 
those three letters signify in nauseating brutality and sickening faith ?>— 
are utterly incompatible. Thank Heaven, the Jewish soldier of the 
average sort is not so devoid of religion as to commit the blasphemy 
of associating a God of Love with the repulsion any honest man must 
feel concerning—War. He is at least religious enough to keep them 


apart. 

| am not in any sense what is known as a Conscientious 
Objector, and, in- fact, I joined up voluntarily early in the 
War. But I look upon the War as just an appalling job that we 


have got to go through with, whichets quite apart from and absolutely 
foreign to religion and does not come into the same category with it. 
Why should it? Because it is dangerous, because the soldier may be 
killed in performing his task and have to face his Maker? There are 
other dangerous operations and other dangerous vocations. We 
don't associate religion especially with engine driving or shunting 
because they are dangerous, or with the’ emptying of cesspools because 
that, like War, is disgustingly unpleasant as well as-being deadly. 
Please do not think either that I underestimate or despise the 
services which the Chaplains—-and the Jewish Chaplains by no means 
least conspicuously—perform for the soldiers. They are of infinite 
value to us. It is everything to have their kindly friendship, 
and it is naturally comforting to know that if we go down 
doing our grim and dreadful job, at the last of all we shall 
be recognised as Jews. No! all I object to is the notion that 
meno are going to be made better or are going to be purified by taking 
part in War. That is not so much a delusion as a snare, and not so 
much either as indicative of a sickening, anemic, weak spirituality 
fitting it may be to some forms of religion, but contemptible in the 
strong sane faith of the Jew. Or it may, alas! be something else. It 
may be a worship of and a devotion to War for War's sake. In that 
case those who indulge in it, those who believe that War can in any 
circumstances be for the moral and spiritual betterment of those who 
are engaged init, and War to-day in particular, are in the wrong c ump. 
It is the Germans who are sodden with such neo-religion of 
which Nietsche is the Chief Apostle. All I hope and pray, and 
in fact believe, so faras I am personally concerned, is that the-true 
Judaism that was instilled in me—and for that I have to thank my 
blessed mother who led me, if I may so put it, beside the still waters— 
will take me through this job so that I may come out of it a true Jew, 
not because of War but notwithstanding. .. . 


THE rest of the letter is of merely personal interest, But what has been 
reproduced is surely valuable testimony from one who has learnt 
by practical experience and doés not speak upon theory. It is valuable too 
from another point of view. It is not every Jewish soldier who, like this 
one, had instilled in him what is evidently a fine conception of our sublime 
faith. Every Jewish soldier did not learn the principles of our creed, in the 
finest of all schools, at his mother’s knee. Every Jewish soldier is not hence 
equipped as is this one so as to come out of the “job” “a true Jew, not 
because of war but notwithstanding.” That is a point in the problem of 
the relation between the Jewish soldier and the synagogue that is likely 
to subsist at the end of the War, to which some of us should now bend our 
attention.

HISTORICAL JEWISH TOMBSTONES IN TOLEDO. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 

The ancient Jewish cemetery at Toledo, which had been in use for several 
centuries and was rich in memories and monuments, was naturally abandoned 
after the expulsion of the Jews from Spain in 1492. It ceased tp be mentioned 
about the middle of the 17th century. Eight of its tombstones, some of them 
with large and important inscriptions, had been saved from destruction and were 
till recently preserved in the Archeological Museum of the old capital of Castile, 

In the former synagogue of Samuel Levy, at present known as “ El Transito,” 
a room has been arranged where objects relating to the history of the Jews in 
Spain have been deposited and where the Toledan Society for Hebrew Studies 
holds its meetings. On the suggestion of Professor Yahuda, and of that enthu- 
siastic worker in the field of Hispano-Jewish historical research, Father Fidel 
Fita, President of the Spanish Academy of History, it was decided to transfer to 
this room the tombstones now ia the Archawological Museum 

The proposal was taken up with great energy by Count de Cedillo, one of 
the trustees or, as the Spaniards term the office, “‘ padrones,” of the Transito and 
keeper of its collection of Jewish antiquities, and was carried into effect recently 
with considerable solemnity. The stones were removed from the Museum and 
carried to the synagogue amidst a great crowd of the inhabitants, whose interest 
had been awakened by extensive and sympatheti¢ articles in all the local papers. 
The ceremony was presided over by Count de Cedillo, and took place in the 
presence of Professor Yahuda (who had come from Madrid to direct the work of 
transferring the stones and setting them up in the Transito), and of the members 
of the Academy of Fine Arts of Tolede. : 

This academy utilised the occasion of Professor Yahuda's visit to offer hima 
reception, The President announced that Professor Yahuda had been.elected a 
member of the Academy, and thanked him warmly in an eloquent speech for the 
active interest he had, ever since his arrival in Spain, shown in the preservation 
of the Jewish antiquities of Toledo 

By a strange and romantic coincidence it -happens that Count de Cedillo, a 
grandee of Castile and one of the wealthiest and most respected members of the 
Toledan aristocracy, isthe lineal descendent of the poet Pedro'deAvyala, who, 
during the reign of King Peter the Cruel, was a bitter enemy and persecutor of 
the Jews, and who in scurrilous and notorious.verses had shamefully attacked the 
same Samuel Levy, of whose synagogue the Count is now the most devoted pro- 
tector. More curiously still, a direct maternal ancestor of the Count was Alvaro 
de Luna, who under King Juan II. acted as a friend and ever ready helper of the 
Jews. Evidently the influence of the maternal blood in the Count de Cedillo’s 
veins far outweighs that derived from the paternal side. 


FATAL FIRE AT NIJNI-NOVGOROD. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PETROGRAD. 
The Home for Aged Jewish War Refugees at Nijni-Novgorod has been 

destroyed by fire. Five persons perished in the flames. The fire occurred during 

the night, a fact which rendered the salvage work difficult. 3 
A report has also reached here that at Slonim (near Grodno) a hundred and 

twenty Jewish houses and ?usiness places were destroyed by a fire. The damage 

is estimated at a million roubles. 


RIGHT OF DOMICILE AT MOSCOW. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
PETROGRAD. 

The Prefect of Moscow has issued an order withdrawing from the local Jewish 
Committees the right of presenting petitions on behalf of Jewish refugees engaged 
in work of national importance, to remain in the ancient capital. A thorough 
examination was ordered of the certificates of Jewish war workers who had pre- 
viously been allowed to stay in Moscow.

The annual meeting of the Union was held on Sunday at Jews College’

THE REV. VIVIAN SIMMONS’ SERMON, 

Mr. Frank I. Lyons, the President, in moving the adoption of the report, 
said that he was exceedingly sorry to see such a meagre attendance. It might be 
that that was caused by a much larger claim on people's minds. At the sam 
time, there was no question that the subject they were meeting to discuss was o 
great importance, and the matter was not less to be considered because a larger 
issue was at stake at the present moment. In regard to the financial side of the 
report, when coming into contact with the suburban classes, he felt how appalling 
it was to see what a field there was for their operations, if they hadthefunds. He 
was quite in sympathy with the suggestion brought forward at the last meeting by 
Mr. J. Trenner, that the United Synagogue should be asked to increase their 
grant from /250 to 4400. But in connection with that grant, there was a 
restriction which he would like to see removed, and that was in regard to the 
provision of teachers. He thought the United Synagogue might leave that to 
the discretion of the Union. The number of children in the affiliated clase was 
rather less than last year. There should be no reduction in the numberiol the 
children. It was with very great pleasure that he saw the New West End 
Synagogue Classes had again joined them. He was very pleased to welcome 
Mr. Levine there and he was sure that they would all be the better for his help 
from time to time. He hoped that St. John’s Wood would come.in as well, as 
their friend, Mr. Jacobs, now had charge of those Classes which would no doubt 
benefit by his supervision. Mr. Leopold Frank had worked very hard and 
successfully to get the Upton Park, East and West Ham Classes, to combine with 
each other. He called upon the Committee to see that their Superintendents 

- were Strongly religious men who did their work thoroughly. There had Pore | 
been delivered in London a sermon bya gentleman who had come from th 
Front. He had told them that Judaism would be altered. It was for them to 
see that it would not be altered, and inthe future they would feel proud that 
they had trained the children as they should be trained. 

The Cuter Rabpst, Vice-President, said that he considered the work. before 
them was merely formal; it'was to discuss one or two items on the Agenda. 
In regard to what had been said about the supervision of the Classes, he hoped 
that would not be lessened but rather increased. He trusted the work of the 
Union would continue to grow, as it was of the utmost importance. The Central 
Council of Education permitted the war to interfere as little as possible with their 
activity, and he hoped the Union would do the same. In referring to the sermon 
mentioned by the Chairman, the Chief Rabbi said that be did not think that any 

-one—that was,any one whocounted—attached greater importance to that sermon 
than it deserved. But that was not the place to deal with that incident, and he 
hoped to do so at some cther time and in some other place. The Union of 
Hebrew and Keligion Classes had been doing loyal and arduous work, and he had 
very great pleasure in seconding the motion for the adoption of the report of the 
‘Executive Committee. 
CLOSER UNION ADVOCATED., 

Mr. LEoroip FRANK, Vice-President, in supporting the motion said that in 
this opinion there was no necessity for the existence of Committees for Hebrew 

and Keligion Classes, the Jewish Religious Education Koard, Talmud Torahs and 
non-provided schools, There should be a scheme of union. For example, he 
thought that in the North-West district, much more efficient work would be done 
rif the Hampstead Synagogue, Golder’s Green, St. John s Wood, and Brondesbury 
Classes, and the Kilburn and [Drondesbury Talmud Torah were to become one 
large class. 

Dr. Etrcuunorz, Chairman of the Education Supervision Committee, said 
‘that he was grateful for the opportunity of supporting the motion. If they could 
not feel that on every occasion when they made an appeal to the Union they 
would receive their substantial support, their work would be futile and useless. 
He would like to draw their attention to a question which rightly belonged to 
Mr. Benjamin, as Treasurer. He wished to indicate that if a smal) collection 
were made at each class, it woyld enable them to controband supervise the work 
~which they would willingly undertake but were prevented from doing at present, 
-on account of shertage of funds. They heard a great deal about the protection 
-of women but nothing about the protection of men. The only way to fortify 
‘them was to train them that they might show the world what it meant to be a 
Jew and then other problems would solve themselves. 

Mr. HERBERT MICHAELIS disagreed from the suggestion for uniting the 
‘Hampstead Classes with the Kilburn Talmud Torah, because the distance was too 
.great for the children to attend. 

PROBLEM OF MEAGRE ATTENDANCES. 

Rabbi Harris COHEN asked how the great problem of meagre attendance 
-was to besolved. He thought that a representative body of the Jewish community 
mmight prevail upon the London County Council Education Committee to allow, 
representative of the district to visit the schools and see if that would improve the 
attendance at the Hebrew Classes. 

Mr. Isaac GOLDSTON said that it would be degrading to ask Christian 
Headmasters to allow Jewish representatives to visit the schools in order to bring 
Jewish children into the Keligion Classes. He was sorry that the Minister of 
‘the Steke Newington Synagogue had to ask how to get the children to the 
Hebrew Classes. 

Mr. J. TRENNER said that he did not quite agree with Rabbi Cohen's suggestion, 
He thought that, instead of going into the schools; they might be able to get the 
‘names and addresses of the Jewish c! ildren attending the schools and do the rest 
by canvass. 

Dr. ELXCHHOLZ said that he should be sorry to interfere with the schools 
which were entirely non-denominational. 

Mr. TRENNER said that he did not see why the names and addresses of the 
Jewish children could not be given without interfering with the educational 
arrangements. : e 

Others who took part in the discussion were Messrs. S. Price ( Walthamstow), 
J..N. Jackson (Tottenham). S. Karet (Golder's Green), F. L. Cohen {West Ham) 
and H. L. Brown (Golder's Green). 
report was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. FRANK D, BENJAMIN, referring to the balance-sheet, said that he 
regretted the donations were slightly less, but that was to be expected on account 
of the times through which they were passing. The adoption of the balance-sheet 
was moved by Mr. BENJAMIN, seconded by Mr.-I’, S. Spiers, and carried 
a@inanimously. 

The Honorary Officers and Auditor were re-elected. 


GRANTS FROM THE SYNAGOGUES. 
Mr. EvGENE M. SOLOMON (Brondesbury) moved 
‘That this Union in general meeting assembled recommends to the Council of the 


United Synagogue that each Constituent Synagogue should maintain its own Hebrew and 
Religion Classes out of its funds before the final surplus is declared. 

Mr. Solomon said that the only way to go ahead was to make the classes the first 
charge of the Synagogue to which each was attached. They often saw in the 
Jewish Press letters complaining about the empty benches in the synagogues and 
the behaviour of those who went on the few times they did go. There was only 
one reason for this, and.that was that there was a certain class of people who did 
not understand their religion, and, what was worse, could not even read llebrew. 
He considered the United Synagogue should be asked to assist them with money 
for the classes attached to each of their synagogues. 

Mr. Cnarces Lana (Brondesbury) baving seconded the motion, the 
CHAIRMAN said that he thoucht the motion the Executive had adopted in apply- 
ing for a grant from the United Synagogue of £400 was preferable to that pro- 
posed by Mr. Solomon, and he recommended its withdrawal for the present. 

The Chairman's suggestion was agreed to. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 


rhe annual report states in part: As in 1915, the Union numbers twenty-three 
For some years past the Union has been urging the two sets of classes at 
Stoke Newington to amalgamate. It will be remembered that one of these is attached 
to the synagogue, and’is primarily intended for the children of members, while theother 
is a set of free classes necessitated by the large Jewish population in the neighbourhood 
not otherwise supplied with Jewish instruction, Many practical dificulties sto din the 
way of amalgamation, but the local Committees have now found means of overcoming 
these, and after January Ist the two sets of classes will: become one, taught by one staff 
and under the ultimate control of the synagogue authorities It is feit that as a 
result of this co-ordination of effort the classes will increase both in size and efficiency, 
greatly to the benefit of Jewish education in the Stoke Newington district. A similar 
step forward has recently been taken in the Boroughs of East and West Ham, which, owing 


to their distance from the more favoured East Fnd of London and to their scattered 
insidious 


Constituents, 


Jewish population—-subject to anti-Jewish influences in their most | 
torm—have long been a source of anxiety to the Jewish educationist. The 
work of the Education Supervision Committee has been greatly hampered by 


the fact that three of its members are on active service and the majority of the remain- 
ing members are engaged on urgent national work which leaves little leisure for the 
work of inspection. Nevertheless twenty-four inspections have been made during the 
year, and the Reports resulting therefrom have been discussed by the F-xecutive Com- 
mittee. “In addition, several local conferences have been held in connection with one or 
other of the constituent Classes. The Committee is endeavouring under difficult cir- 
cumstances to tdke its part in keeping alive the educational activities of the community 
until the times will permit of puttingforward a new great effort towards the realisation 
of the Jewish educational ideals which they have so often ventured to define in the 
Annual Reports of this Union. The Treasurer's statem nt calls for little comment. It 
should be noted that although considerably over 4/400 has passed through the Union, 
carrying with it, let it be hoped, increased educational efficiency, the administrative 
expenses totalled only some £12. Actually the work of the Union is very seriousiy 
bampered by lack of funds, and the position will be more serious when the new organisa- 
tvons ia Fast and West Ham and in Stoke Newington are in a position to deal as they 
should with the large number of Jewish children in their neighbourhoods entirely 
without Jewish education. The work of the Union is bound to grow both in magnitude 
and intensity, and it must coatinue to grow so long as London goes on spreading over its 
outlying areas and so long as the community is conscious of the necessity for providirg 
Jewish teaching wherever are to be found Jewish children thirsting to receiveit. And 
it is precisely in the outlying areas, with their scattered units absorbed in the struggie 
tor bread, that an organisation like the Union is most sorely needed.

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DEATH OF 
MR. A. H. JESSEL, K.C. 


We regret to announce the death, after an illness of some months, of 
Mr. A. H. Jessel, K.C., Vice-President of the United Synagogue, who 
passed away on Tuesday afternoon last, at his residence, 6, Gloucester 
Square, Hyde lark. 


SPECIAL MEMOIR. 


Albert Henry Jessel was born on October 3Ist, 150+, and was a son cf 
Mr. Henry Jessel and a nephew of Sir George Jessel, the famous Master of 
the Rolls. His mother was a daughter of Louis Cohen and thercfore a 
sister of the late Lionel Cohen, M.P., Henry, Alfred, Nathaniel, and Sir 
Benjamin Cohen. He was thus, too, a nephew of the late Lord Swaythling, 
the Dowager Lady Swaythling being a daughter of Louis Cohen, Albert 
Jessel was educated at Clifton and at Balliol College, Oxford. It 
was during his college days that the Oxford Hebrew Congregation 
was inaugurated. Called to the Bar in 1889 he devoted himself 
to Chaucery work, and thus in the pursuit of his profession did not come 
frequently under public notice. His legal knowledge was considerable, and 
he rapidly acquired a large practice. He was made a h.C. and in 1911 
was elected a Bencher of Lincoln's Inn.

In the community Mr. Jessel was widely known and deeply esteemed for 


- a long record of public service. A seatholder of the Bayswater Synagogue, 


he joined the Council of the United Synagogue where he soon made his 
mark as atrenchant debater | een critic. In 1899 he was elected a 
Vice-President of the Council after some debates not devoid of consider- 
able excitement. In the Chair he succeeded his uncle, Sir Benjamin 
Cohen. In returning thanks for his election, he gave an example of that 
ready wit which made his conduct of the proceedings of the Council over 
a great number of years a never failing source of delight. “If at some 
future time,” he said, “the Council should feel constrained to express its 
disapproval of my conduct in the Chair, I promise, for my part, to meet it 
with—tresignation.”” The point of this bon mot resided not alone in its 
inherent witticism. It had a much more telling reference to an incident in 
the Council's proceedings that had then recently taken piace when the 
hon. officers, by reason of a hostile vote, left the Council Chamber 
i a body, cutting a not very dignified figure in their hasty action,

They resigned office, but before the next meeting of the Council, 
largely, it is said, through the influence of the late Lord Rothschild, 
who strongly disapproved the course his colleagues had burriedly taken, 
they had resumed their places. When the hon. officers retired en bloc 
on the occasion referred to, Mr. Jessel, then a private member of the 
Council, was called to the Chair coram populo to wind up the proceedings, 
which had been left. as it were, in mid-air, this being the first time he 
presided at a Council meeting. 

To the United Synagogue Mr. Jessel rendered incalculable services. 
He took a broad view of the responsibilities of that body and was the 
mouthpiece of the Executive in bringing forward many schemes for the 
benefit of Metropolitan Jewry. He was one of the prime movers In the 
inauguration of the Associate Synagogue scheme and took a leading part 
in the establishment of several synagugties in outlying districts. He had 
the persuasive faculty and seldom failed to secure the support of the 
Council for any cause that he’ advocated. It was perhaps in his attitude 
towards Jews’ College that he incufred most criticism. Essentially 
occidental in his upbringing and sympathies, Mr. Jessel was not in accord 
with the admifiistrators of Jews’ College in their desire to produce a high 
standard of rabbinical learning at the expense, as Mr. Jessel thought, of 
English culture. He resisted many attempts to obtain an increased grant 
to the College from the United Synagogue and brought into these discus- 
sions a warmth and acrimony that often surprised his friends. It was, 
perhaps, at the time when the election of a new Chief Rabbi was the ques- 
tion of the hour that Mr. Jessel’s activities‘were most invoked. The main

THE FULFILLED 


He gave them their request, but sent 


DESIRE. 
lea nto th Psaim cvi., 15 
How true it is that while our desires have often yielded us deep delight: 
their fulfi'ment has often smitten us with a mortal plague. We have set 
our hearts on some forbidden pleasure; by night we have dreamed of its 
altaiument ; we have sat sileatly for hours luxuriating in happy expectation ; 
how swect was to be the joy, how complete the security! The tale is an 
old one; all its chapters were written in the first Paradise. We took many 
a stolen glance at the forbidden tree; we preferred its fragrance to all the 
other odours in the garden ; as the crisis hastened we felt somewhat 
of hesitation, we trembled, we looked round to know whether any 
eye was upon us, we went forward a step and paused to catch the meaning 
of some ghostly sound that’sobbed in the rising wind, we plucked up our 
dying courage and took the longed-for object. 
Disappointment and shame. All this will be instantly acknowledged so 
far as great sins are concerned. But it is no less true that never do we 
depart from the Divine will and seek. our own selfish desires without coming 
to failure and grief. Someone has defined Judaism as a call to acknow- 
ledge God in all our ways (Proverbs iii., 6). It is only in so far as we 
refuse to take a single step in life, how unimportant soever it may at first 
sight appear, without distinctly assuring ourselves of God's acquiescence, 
that we walk surely to the most pure and abiding success. For purposes of 
iliustration let us select, in the first instance, the man who starts life with 
the idea that 
TO BE RICH 


is the highest result of labour. All his plans are laid accordingly. He 
lives that he may be rich; he dreams of wealth; all his enquiries have 
direct reference to the accumulation of property. And what if, after devot. 
ing the whole strength of his manhood to this one object, he should succeed ? 
Would it be very wonderful if a man who set himself night and day to the 
attainment of one object should succeed? The man whose case we are 
supposing does succeed. After twenty or. thirty years’ labour he 
pronounces himself a rich.man. But what if bis character has steadily 
deteriorated in the process of accumulation? What is he then but a 
magnificent shell? What has he for his labour but the empty cavity of 
the golden cait which he has spent a lifetime in fashioning? He has no 
mental resources; he is afraid of every happening that may threaten his 
property; he isin reality poor in everythiog that makes life truly worth 
living. God has fulfilled his desire, but sent leanness into kis soul. Ia 
Jewish phrase, he has the 7 but not the 7553; the fortune without the 
blessing. Not that it is impossible to be rich and yet to enjoy the highest 
prosperity of sou’. On such a subject a half truth is equalto a whole 
falschood. Assuredly it is possible for a man to attain the very highest 
point of success in this world, and yet for his soul to maintaio its 
rightful supremacy. We have all known great and good men 
whose material success was not acquired to the detriment. of 
their picty. It is possible to have this world’s goods. and yet to 
know that man doth not live by bread alone, but by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of God. But it is the determined resolution 
of a man to be rich at all risks and all costs which stands to be condemned. 
Success thus won is failure; victory is defeat. The principle of the text 
includes, moreover, all who would escape from painful duty in order that 
they may indulge their 
LOVE EASE AND QUIET. 

There are men to whom the heghts of heroism are for ever inaccessible, 
They wish to be let alone; they cannot bear what to them is an Irritating 
and tormenting energy on the part even of their best friends. If the world 
were left in their hands, no advance would be made toward; a higher state 
of things. Their only aim is to be quiet, to Suirk responsibility. They are 
the men whose names are never to be scen on committees, who leave the 
support of charities to others, who would never think of attending public 
meetings or taking part in spiritual controversies. They hesitate not 4o 
describe as fools the men who are expending their best strength for the 
education and advancement of the world. It is perfectly possible for such 
men to have their requests granted to them; they can be let alone, shut up 
in an ignoble obscurity; but leanness is sent into their soul; they know 
nothing of the high and ennobling joy which fills the hearts of mea who 
can do and suffer for others. “‘ Woe ta them who are at ease in Zion, and 
to them who are secure in the mountain of Samaria that lie 
upon beds of ivory, and stretch themselves upon their couches, and cat the 
lambs out of the fl »ck but they are not grieved for the afil‘ction 
of Joseph.” Yes, men can have their request for ease granted to them, 
but the granting of it wiil be the ruin of their higher nature. A man may 
be seeking his own desires, and deluding himself with the promise that after 
he has realised them he will turn his success to the advantage of the Jewish 
cause; he will labouc for his community; every worthy institution shall 
have the fullest advantage of his position when he has attained wide 
social influence. He will even attend synagogue on Sabbaths when 
he has secured himself from the drudgery of daily labour. All this 
sounds very well, but let him take care lest he is deluding himself 
and actually losing the very spiritual power which is necessary to 
the realisation of those high promises. A man can tell falsehoods to his 
own heart; hi: left hand can cheat his right. It is possible for a man’s 
heart to be divided against itself, so that while he is promising himself 
things that arc most heavenly he is at the same time doing things which 
are the reverse of heavenly. Mark where

THE FALLEN, 
LIEUT. E. M. ARON, 
TRIBUTE BY MR. I. H. HERSCH, M A. (Cambridge). 

We have suffered another great loss by the death of 2nd Lieut. BE. M. Aron, 
In all those qualities which go to the making of a man, Lieut. Aron was remark- 
able. He left school at a cOmparatively early age to enter business; several 
years he spent at Manaos on the Amazon. He was some years older than the 
ordinary undergraduate when he determined to abandon business and take upa 
career morein accord with his #sthetic and literary tastes. Although he had 
completely forgotten all the Latin and Greek he had ever acquired—if indeed he 
ever knew any—he took all his examinations as rapidly as possible, finishing his 
three years at Cambridge with a double first in German and Spanish inthe Modera 
Languages Tripos. This would have been no mean achievement for a man who 
had been studving continuously. Itstamped Eustace Aron as a man of more thaa 
ordinary ability and strength of character. But these qualities were apparent ina - 
all he did, and could not fail to have given him great influence in any sphere in 
which he might have been placed. And withal be was a practical man as well as 
an idealist. He served throughout the Gallipoli campaign, and after that 
unfortunate adventure was transferred to France. The circumstances of his 
death make it doubly regrettable, for, with a little speedier success by the British 
in the operations in which they were engaged, his life would probably have been 
saved.

it will eat away the whole of it, leaving nothing but the thinnest

Is it not possible for a man to have a fair 
exterior, and yet to have no mind, no sympathy, no tenderness? . Thisis the 
dreadful ruin against which we have to caution ourselves. So far as our 
outward circumstances are concerned, our fullest ~equest may have been 
granted.

EVADING MILITARY SERVICE, 
“PARTICULARLY AMONG JEWS.” 
At Grays, on Friday last, Samuel Aarons, Offley Road, Brixton, staled to be 
a song writer for well-known artists, and Jack Levy, described as a West End 


tailor, were sentenced to one month's imprisonment for fraudulently using sea- 
men's discharged books at Tilbury. 


A military officer said this traffic was going on very largely in the West End, 
particularly among Jews, with a view to evading military service. The evidence 
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showed that Aarons agreed to pay £30 for the paper, and drew £150 from the 
bank. , 


Commenting on the above, the Jewish World, in its current issue, observes: 
“That was not a pleasant statement which was made by the military officer 
prosecuting two men—Samuel Aarons, a song writer, and Jack Levy, described as 
a West End tailor—at Grays last week. They were charged and convicted * for 
fraudulently using seamen's discharge books at Tilbury’ in order to evade 
military service, and the military officer said this traffic was going on very largely 
in the West End, ‘ particularly among Jews.’ As to this expression of indivitiual 
opinion—it was nothing more—we would only say that we think it always a 
wrong thing for any official: prosecuting prisoners to make statements with- 
out producing an atom of proof, aad which, however intended, can only go to 
prejudice the accused. No one can disprove the allegation which the military 
officer made because you cannot prove a negative. But it does just so happen 
that so far as we are aware, this is the first occasion on which any Jew has been 
called upon to answer fora fraud of this nature, while on the next day, at the 
Thames Police Court, a man named John Evans was charged with exactly the 
same offence. This John Evans was evidently not a Jew, and so by the rule 
adopted by the military officer in the Grays case, we should be entitled to say 
that this traffic is going on very largely, ‘ particularly among non-Jews. That, 
however, it strikes us, would be an utterly arbitrary, illogical, and inconsequent 
conclusion, though not in the least more so than that given expression to by the 
military officer alluded to.” 

“IMPEDING WAR. WORK.” 
YIDDISH NEWSPAPERS INVOLVED. 

An important prosecation under the Defence of the Realm Act, affecting the 
rights of a trade union, was opened at the Marylebone Police Court on Friday 
last. The accused are Faivel Alexandrovitch, organising secretary of the 
Amalgamated Society of Tailors, and four tailors’ machinists, Hyman Naishtat, 
Woolf Meyerouts, Israel Rubenstein, and Joseph Klipp, or Klieb, in the employ- 
ment of G. Salaman and Co., Army clothing manufacturers, at Circus Street, 
Marylebone, all of whom are charged with impeding or attempting to impede, 
delay, or restrict the production of war material and other work necessary for the 
successful prosecution of the war. Morris Myer, editor of the Jewish Times, 
225, Whitechapel Road, and Harris Kaplinsky, otherwise Kaplan, and Dr. Jacob 
Meir Salkind, of the Jewish Voice, 165, Whitechapel Road, were summoned for 
aiding and abetting Faivel Alexandrovitch and others to attempt to impede the 
work. 

Mr. Bodkin appeared for the Director of Pablic Prosecutions, instructed by 
Mr. F. J. Williamson; Mr. Allan Clement. Edwards, M.P., represented the 
Amalgamated Society of Tailors; Mr. Harry Myers, solicitor, defended the editor 
of the Jewish Times: and Mr. William Weiss defended the editor of the 
Jewish Voice. 

The prosecution was an important one, said Mr. Bodkin, because it was 
undertaken to step attempts to prevent workmen from working at necéssaries for 
the war, the necessaries in this instance being soldiers’ uniforms and leather 
jerkins required for soldiers on foreign service. The contractor who had the work 
in hand for the War Office was Mr. Salaman, who had three factories in Circus 
Street, Barrett Street, and Dorset Mews. In November difficulties and disputes 
arose among the union mea about the employment of non-unionists, and 
endeavours were made to induce them to cease work. At the end of the 
month an electric motor working the sewing machines at Barrett Street 
broke down, and the men working at the machines were asked to go to 
Citcus Street and complete their work there. A large number of union men 
afterwards complained to Mr. Salaman about being sent to Circus Street, and 
after a rather noisy interview three of the men, including Naishtat, were dis- 
missed. The union thereupon withdrew al! their men in the three factories, and 
this completely held up the contract which Mr. Salaman had in band for the 
supply of 2,000 jerkins by December 4th. 

ADVERTISEMENTS IMPUGNED. 

Picketing of the factories began, and on December 5ih advertisements 
appeared in the Jewish Times and the Jewish Voice from the International 
Mantle Makers’ branch of the Amalgamated Society of Tailors and Tailoresses, 
giving notice to all workmen that the union was in dispute with the firm of 
Salaman and Co., and asking all workers in the trade to take note of the fact. 
Ono the same day Naishtat and Meyerouts paraded outside the factory in Circus 
Street, with picketing cards, and two days later Kubenstein and Klipp also went 
out picketing, their explanation, when stopped, being that they had been sent out 
by the union. Alexandrovitch was seen. and admitted giving direciions for 
the picketing and sending the men out with the cards. Mr. Bodkin pointed out 
that Alexandrovitch, Naishtat, Meyeronts, Rubinstein, dnd Klipp were all aliens 
under twenty-nine years of age who had no right in common law to be in this 
country at all, and who certainly ought to be in their own countries fighting ; 
yet ata moment's notice four of them walked out of the factory where the 
necessaries of war were being produced, and did their best, in conjunction with 
Alexandrovitch, to prevent and persuade other men from working.

Dr. MAGNES AND Russia.

‘To THE EDITOR. 

SIR,——My attention has been called to the recent issues of your paper 
dealing with the refusal of the Russian Government to permit me to enter 
Russia as a representative of the jewish Kelief Funds of America. 

In order to straighten out conflicting reports, | would say that I was 
not permitted to enter Russia. 

beginning about the end of May, the Depatitment of State of the 
American Government communicated with the Russian govermental 
authorities a number of times looking to the visé of my passport permitting 
me to enter Russia. On June 28th, word was received from the Kussian 
Ambassador to the United States to the effect that the Foreign Office at 
Petrograd had no objection to my visit, but that definite sanction could not 
be given until the military authorities had been asked for their approval. It 
was assumed that the approval of the military authorities in this instance 
would be a mere formality, inasmuch as | did not expect to travel into the 
war zone of Russia. Ona July 25th, I was informed that the Russian Govern- 
ment Cesired to have my exact i‘inerary. This I furnished to the Russian 
Ambassador in America on july 25ib. Ona July 3ist, the Foreign Office at 
Petrograd telegraphed its representative im America to visé: my passport. 
This was while I was on the steamer on the wayto Europe. On August 8th, 
I was informed at the American Legation at Stockholm that the Russian 
Minister at Stockholm had received no word concerning the viscing of my 
passport. On August 10th, the American Ambassador at Petrograd 
telegraphed me to Stockholm that the Foreign Office had informed him by 
telephone that my passport was to be vised, and that I should confer with 
the Rassian Minister at Stockholm ta that effect. Later on the same day, 
August 10th, I received another telegram from the American Ambassador 


wat Petrograd to the effect that the Foreign Office refused to vise my 
passport. 


I was therefore not permitted to enter Russia. Something must 
have happened at Petrograd to cause the Foreign Office to change its mind 
between the morning and the afternoon.

The World’s Guilt in the War. 


Rabbi Dr. H. Gollancz, in the course of his sermon on Sabbath last, from 
Genesis xlii., 21-22, said: —At a terrible time like the present, when the storm and 
stress of a colossal war have shaken the foundations of kingdoms and the basis of 
society, what truer confession is the world as a whole called upon to make than 
that uttered thousands of years ago by the brethren of Joseph : “ Verily we are 
guilty concerning our brother,in that we saw the anguish of his soul . . . and we 
would not hear. Therefore is this distress come upon us.” All are guilty; the whole 
world is guilty of the present state of affairs, of the wholesale carnage and destruc- 
tion. No people can be said to be free, no race is wholly acquitted of the crime ; 
nether Gentile nor Jew; it is simply a question of degree. Through the possi- 
bility of the occurrence of such a war, Christianity has been discredited, Judaism 
and other faiths are shown not to have done their duty in the past. A religious 
system which two thousand years ago sent forth its programme with the motto 
“Peace on earth, goodwill toward men,” and has not been able to avert 
a war such as the world is now waging, can certainly not be regarded as 
the “Religion of Love” which it professed to humanity. And all the other 
systems, our own included, which have not yet succeeded in enforcing 
upon the psoples of the earth the true principles of Peace, and how 
it has to be conserved at all costs, cannot bs: said to have learnt the 
lessons of their own religion well enough to be able to teach it to others 
But I might be asked: Do not the early pages of Jewish history tell a terrible 
tale of wars fought by the Israelites, undertaken as they were considered by 
Divine sanction? And my answer is: Yes, they do; but we should expect the 
world to have considerably advanced and improved in three or four thousand 
years since the time when such things took place: certainly greater prozress in 
this respect should have been made in the 2,000 years since Christianity preached 
its gospel. No, dear friends, “ Verily the world is guilty” of the biood that is 
now being shed, of the lands being Cevastated, of the millions suffering -the 
penalties of grim war. And why’ Because I hold that the miseries of war, 
having been before the eyes of the world for century upon century, should in an 
age which has pretentions to what it calls “civilisation” have been impossible. 
War should have been a thing of the past, itself buried with the wretched 
memories of a bygone time: an expedient fit, perhaps, for savage hordes, but not 


admissible ia the arena of conflicts, however natural, between man ahd man of - 


the developed types. “ Verily, we are guilty,” because arbitration in national 
and international di(ficulties should by this time have been assured to the wor!d, 
and have rendered the orgies and holocausts witnessed amid the present conflict 
unthinkable. Suppose, im a family consisting of several children every 
petty quarrel, every more important dispute, were to result in a fies 
fight on every occasion, what would become physically and morally of 
such a household’? Now I say, extend the application to the social, communal, 
national and international state of things, and you have a dim picture of that 
which is going on before our eyes at the present day. Heaven grant that the 
world, having again learnt the bitter lesson, but in a way a hundredfold more 
bitter thamon former occasions, will at last profit by the experience, and honestly 
and sincerely—in no hypocritical manner—resolve to havé no more of war, to 
banish for ever the blood-stained spectre which arrests human progress! And as 
for the present confl tt, we having at best patched up and salved our seif-intlicted 


wounds by various’ kinds of personal service and monetary gifts, may wiser . 


counsels on both sides soon prevail; may hearts not remain hard as tlie steel o! 
the weapons of violence used in the struggle; may ears not be deaf to mutual 
advances; and may the world soon rejoice in the sound of a Peace which may 
somewhat atone for the sins of the past—a Peace lasting and durable! For which- 


ever side needlessly and obstinately prolongs the present evil, with its in‘uman — 


methods and attendant miseries, will have, sooner or later, to make the confession 
and to suffer for it :—"“ Verily, we are guilty concerning our brother, in that we 
saw the anguish of his soul and we would not hear.” In the familiar words of 
our liturgy, my one-line prayer to-day will be:—“ lle who maketh peace in his 
high heavens, may He make peace for us, speedily in eur days ”

MR. JESSEL AT THE BAR. 


A legal correspondent writes :—I remember Albert Jessel as a modest, 
intelligent public-schoolboy. He was equally intelligent, if less modest, as 
a young barrister, who did not fear to put his point most pertinac iously and 
with a wealth of illustrative audacity, peculiarly useful characteristics in 
the Chancery Division, where many of the Juniors hardly dare to raise their 
voices. But he had the Jessel coxrage and the taste for law which turned 
all three sons of Zadoc Jessel (of pious memory) into lawyers. His father, 
Henry Jessel, was so fond of disputing legal points with his brother George 
(whose bust as Master of the Rolls was passed by Albert Jessel every day 
in the Royal Coarts of Justice) that friends went forward to separate them, 
astonished that two such clever young men, so nearly related, should be on 
such bad terms. But it turned out that they were only wrangling on a 
point of law, though the earnestness of their argument was re-inforced 
by epithets seldom heard in the Courts except when a great South 
African gold case is being discussed. Young Albert Jessel read with 
Mr. Swinfen Eady, now: Lord Justice of Appeal, and doubtless 
devilled in drawing documents for his master, but he had a great taste for 
advocacy in court and appeared in the Common Law Division, holding the 
briefs of a friend, older than himself, who has lived to deplore his death. 
His rise was rapid; he soon ceased to have time for any briefs but his 
own. He-took silk and ultimately became, as a leader in Mr. Justice Eve's 
Court, second only in distinction aad prospects in the court to the 
distinguished advocate, Mr. P. O. Lawrence, Kh.C. It was as the strongest 
opponent of Mr. P. O. Lawrence that he was briefed to conduct a case for 
the JEwISH CHRONICLE, which I have seen quoted only this week in a_ bill 
of costs as establishing an important point of copyright law. For many 
years Jessel was one of the busiest Chancery silks, and but for the fact 
that his health so prematurely faded his brilliant career would in all 
probability have led him through Parliament to the Judicial.Bench. \ 


MR. JESSEL AND THE EAST END. 

The Rev. J. F. STERN writes as follows:—Mr. Jessel sj@first associa- 
tion with East End questions dated back to 1594, when, as a private 
member of the Council of the United Synagogue in conjunction. with 
the late Lord Swaytbling (then Sir Samuel Montagu) he was cne 
of the most strenuous opponents of the East End Scheme, which included the 
erection of a large synagogue in East London in substitution of the old Hambro 
Synagogue in Fenchurch Street, that had been demolished in the previous year, 
He it was who drafted the amendment to the resolution approving the Scheme, 
which was submitted to and adopted at the meeting of the Seatholders of the 
United Synagogue held at the Jews’ Free School, under the presidency of 
the late Lord Rothschild. His name appears among the signatories to a circular 
letter addressed to the Seatholiders of the Constituent Synagogues, inviting 
them to attend the Free School meeting and support the opposition amend- 
ment. But although he was never won over to the Synagogue Scheme 
which at the time appealed most strongly to the sympathies of the late Lord 
Rothschild, and appeared to him and to several of his most influential colleagues 
to offer the panacea for all the problems arising out of the large influx from 
abroad of our coreligionists in East London, Mr. Jessel readily recognised 
that East End conditions claimed the most careful consideration on the part of 
the United Synagogue, and on his election as a Vice-President of tha: body he 
applied himself most energetically to obtaining the fullest information on the 
subject ; and it is a matter for some surprise that greater headway had not been 
made in meeting the situation during the fifteen years in which he may have been 
said to be the leader in the synagogue administration of the community. Ina 
characteristic letter addressed to me in 1901, he refers to the appointment of a 
new East End minister, with regard to which he writes :— 

The question is now about to assume a practical shape, I hope; but it is 
complicated by the others which here presented themselves. The first is the 
strengthening of the Beth Din, the second the appointment of a preacher to the 
Great Synagogue. The first appears to be necessary, the latter I am not quite so 
sure about ; but if the Great Synagogue want a preacher! do not see very well 
how they can be refused. You will kindly understand that I am troubling you 
with this letter because I value your experience in East End matters, and for my 
personal information, though I should like to have your permission to lay your 
views before the Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue at a meeting 
on Wednesday, at which the subject is to be discussed. But any public 
discussion on the question would be premature, and | hope, therefore 
you will not mind my asking you to treat this letter as confidential for 
the present. What I feel is that the new minister, if he does the work at the 
Beth Din and the Great Synagogue, wil! have little time for East End work, which 
for want of a better expression, I will call “ missionary.” Now, what I should like 
you to do for me is to define precisely what duties you think such a minister as 
in your opinion, is wanted should perform.

departed leader and colleague will consider it their sacred privilege to complete 
the work he has, alas! left unfinished. 


MR. JESSEL AND SOUTH HACKNEY. 


The Rev. GATCHELL ISAACS, minister of he South Hackney Synagogue, 
writes: The news of the death of Mr. Albert H. Jessel, K.C., has come as a great 
shock to Hackney, where he was so well-known and much respected by many 
friends, Jewish and Gentile. He was Unionist candidate for Central Hackney, @ 
position he recently relinquished in consequence of serious iliness, greaily 
to the regret of the Hackney Unionist Association and the leading men 
and representatives of the locality. Mr. Jessel took a keen interest 
in the manv institutions connected with the Borough of Hackney, and his com 
manding personality was a notable feature at all fynctions, both public and 
private. He was much admired for his fearless public utterances, which once 
brought him into serious collision with Mr. Ure, a prominent champion of the 
late Liberal Government, for a fighting speech he delivered during the period of 
the last General Election. He was a warm and generous supporter of the South 
Hackney Synagogue Religion Classes. 


MR. JESSEL AND THE SOUTH LONDON (BOROUGH) JEWISH 
SCHOOLS. 


Mr. Josern BERNBERG, the Headmaster, writes :—Mr. Albert H. Jessel had 
always taken a keen interest in educational institutions, and, ia 1591, on the 
death of Mr. Abraham de Mattos Mocatta, consented to act as President of the 
South London (Borcugh) Jewish Schools, which post he occupied until his 
death. Recognising the necessity for more desirable accommodation, Mr. Jesse! 
took an active part in rebuilding the schools and presided at the opening of the 
new premises in 1905. Like some other distinguished men, Mr. Jessel could not 
boast of the quality of his hand-writing, and when he visited the schools it 
afforded him pleasure to compliment the pupils on their penmanship. I! 
remember that on one occasion, when copying a document he had written, baving 
to refer to him concerning a word I was unable to decipher, he laughingly admitted 
that he could not read it himself. 


A “SILHOUETIE” OF JESSEL. 


Under the initials A. H. J., “Gyp,” writing in the Jewish World, 
thus, in described Mr. Jessel :— 

If you would know if there be anything in a name, here you can find an 
instance. Had “J ” stood for “Jones” his great forensic powers and his ample 
legal attainments would have been more generally recognised even than they are. 
But the comparison of the nephew with one of the greatest luminaries that ever 
adorned the Evglish Bench, who happened to be his uncle, was inevitable. There 
is no man who enters the Law Courts to-day who would not appear small when 
set as Lawyer beside the Master of the Rolls whose name he bears. Had he been 
“Tones,” again, it is probable that he would have made even a deeper mark than 
he has in his profession. For it was almost natural that he came to regard hi 
fortune of bearing a name so revered in the Law, as an open sesame to success 
at the Bar which would relieve him of the mecessity for a deal of “swotting.” 
Indeed, this circumstance either fitted in with his disposition or. his disposition has 
become,moulded tothe circumstance. “A.H.J.” is not given to superabundant 
energy in the form of taking strenuous trouble. He approaches most communal, 
as Lord Melbourne approached most political, questions with an air which 
sometimes crystallises into the plea : “ Can't you let it alone?” Like 
his prototype he invests all problems with the halo of scintillating 
humour, and has an absolute genius for resolving serious differences into mere 
matters of tweedledee and tweedledum. Watch him when he perforce has to 
assume a solemn (aspect, when, for instance, it falls to him to speak to a 
condolence resolution or to animadvert on the enormities of some hapless Minister 
who perchance has omitted to inscribe some form in precisely the way demanded 
by the United Synagogue Office. Then you will observe a face denoting the 
pained expression of quite unnatural solemnity; it seems to be curtained by an 
almost transparent and altogether ill-fitting mask which he drops at the earliest 
opportunity, and with evident relief and joy. When he becomes a‘Judge, as in 
all probability he will, he is certain to become the “darling” of the Chancery. 
side. He will manage to discover something humorous in gravely propounding a 
complicated will, the costs of which have left it not worth the paper it was written 
on. Or, he will see the fun of awarding Manorial rights that have been served 
up asa standing legal dish through generations of solicitors and a historic pro- 
cession of Counsel, from their briefless days through their lives till their long 
nights claimed them and which was not relinguished till in the condition of the 
platter made famous in fable by Mr. and Mrs. J.Sprat. “A.H.J.” can joke about 
Replevy and laugh at Tort; how can he be serious at the Board of Deputies 
where he represents a constituency he does not know where to look for on the 
map’? How is it possible for him to keep a straight face long at the 
United Synagogue Council, where he has to conduct a solemn debate on 
Mikvahs and wax enthusiastic upon the niceties of traditional custom? Yet he 
has deep feeling and strong convictions, as he can forcefully indicate when the 
occasion winds him up.

OBITUARY. 


MISS MARY ANN RYDER, 
“GRANDNURSIE FRANKLIN.” 

Our advertisement columns last week announced the passing away on 
the 25th ult., at the ripe age of eighty-eight, of a widely-known and highly- 
respected old family servant, Mary Ann Ryder, better known as “ Grandnursie 
Franklin,” for fifty-five years nurse in the family of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
Ellis A. Franklin, and an honoured and greatly beloved friend of three 
generations of their descendants. 

All her life she had been in close association with Jews; in her early days 
she had lived with the Almosnino, Lindo and other Anglo-Jewish families, and 
her knowledge of Jewish customs and traditions was extraordinary in one not a 
member of the community.

m Sixties. She read her “ CHRoNicRE ” regularly, and was very outspoken in her

_ In accordance with her expressed wish, she was buried on Friday last in the 
Willesden General Cemetery, at a point which is contiguous to the Willesden 


Cemetery of the United Synagogue—the last resting-place of her beloved master 
and mistress.

DEATH OF Mr. A. H. JESSEL, K.C.—(Continued from page 14). 


THE FUNERAL. 

The funeral will take place at Willesden Cemetery at 11.30 to-day 
(Fripay). A memorial service will be held at the Bayswater Synagogue, 
Chichester Place, Harrow Road, at 12 o'clock on SUNDAY, the 14th inst. 

MR. JESSEL AT THE BAR. 


A legal correspondent writes :—I remember Albert Jessel as a modest, 
intelligent public-schoolboy. He was equally intelligent, if less modest, as 
a young barrister, who did not fear to put his point most pertinaciously and 
with a wealth of illustrative audacity, peculiarly useful characteristics in 
the Chancery Division, where many of the Juniors hardly dare to raise their 
voices. But be had the Jessel coarage and the taste for law which turned 
all three sons of Zadoc Jessel (of pious memory) into lawyers. His father, 
Henry Jessel, was so fond of disputing legal points with his brother George 
(whose bust as Master of the Rolls was passed by Albert Jessel every day 
in the Royal Conrts of Justice) that friends went forward to separate them, 
astonished that two such clever young men, so nearly related, should be on 
such bad terms. But it turned out that they were only wrangling on a 
point of law, though the earnestness of their arguinent was re-inforced 
by epithets seldom heard in the Courts except when a great South 
African gold case is being discussed. Young Albert Jessel read with 
Mr. Swinfen Eady, now Lord Justice of Appeal, and doubtless 
devilled in drawing documents for his master, but he had a great taste for 
advocacy in court and appeared in the Common Law Division, holding the 
briefs of a friend, older than himself, who has lived to deplore his death. 
His rise was rapid; he soon ceased to have time for any briefs but his 
own. He took silk and ultimately became, as a leader in Mr. Justice Eve’s 
Court, second only in distinction and prospects in the court to the 
distinguished advocate, Mr. P. O. Lawrence, K.C. It was as the strongest 
opponent of Mr. P, ©. Lawrence that he was briefed to conduct a case for 
the JewISH CHRONICLE, which I have seen quoted only this week in a bill 
of costs as establishing an important point of copyright law. For many 
years Jessel was one of the busiest Chancery silks, and but for the fact 
that his health so prematurely faded his brilliant career would in all 
probability have led him through Parliament to the Judicial Bench. 


Mr. JESSEL AND THE EAST END. 

The Rev. J: F. STERN writes as follows:—Mr. Jessel's-@first associa- 
tion with East End questions dated back to 1594, when, as a private 
member of the Council of: the United Synagogue in conjunction with 
the late Lord Swaytbling (then. Sir Samuel Montagu) he was cne 
of the most strenuous opponents of the East End Scheme, which included the 
erection of a large synagogue in East London in substitution of the old Hambro’ 
Synagogue in Fenchurch Street, that had been demolished in the previous year, 
He it was who drafted the amendment to the resolution approving the Scheme, 
which was submitted to and adopted at the meeting of the Seatholders of the 
United Synagogue held at the Jews’ Free School, under the presidency of 
the late Lord Rothschild. His name appears among the signatories to a circular 
letter addressed to the Seatholders of the Constituent Synagogues, inviting 
them to attend the.Free School meeting and support the opposition amend- 
ment, But although he was never won over to the Synagogue Scheme 
which at the time appealed most strongly to the sympathies of the late Lord 
Rothschild, and appeared to him and to several of his most influential colleagues 
to offer the panacea for all the problems arising out of the large influx from 
abroad of our coreligionists in East London, Mr. Jessel readily recognised 
that East End conditions claimed the most careful consideration on the part of 
the United Synagogue, and on his election as a Vice-President of tha’ body he 
applied himself most energetically to obtaining the fullest information on the 
subject , and it is a matter for some surprise that greater headway had not been 
made in meeting the situation during the fifteen years in which he may have been 
said to be the leader in the synagogue administration of the community. In a 
characteristic letter addressed to me in 1901, he refers to the appointment of a 
new East End minister, with regard to which he writes :— |

I wish to get rid-of the va ue 
platitudes sometimes uttered as toa minister to work in the East End What 
work is he to do, and how much of his time is his work to take him ? Su 
he officiates at the Beth Din, how much time will that take? To wheal 
extent is he to visit the sick, the mourner, and the poor? How 
far is he, to co-operate with existing institutions? Is he to Organise 
clubs, to assist in schools, to examine religion classes ? Generally I want ae to 
write the diary of a man, supposing we find one. 1 should also like your © sa a 
to his status, apart from the Great Synagogue; onght he to be attached in < 
manner to any synagogue? Please add any suggestion you may think proper ie 
I need hardly say we have not got to the salary stage yet.

“ But before long I hope to have a more intimate knowledge of the working 
of the Beth Din, and I am not without bope that a scheme can be passed which 
will overcome all—or afany rate some—of our difficulties.” 

Mr. Jessel had the satisfaction of carrying through the scheme by which the 
Beth Din has been augmented and has thus been enabled to cope with the 
increased number of cases that claim its consideration, but his thoughtful letter 
on the work of the minister in East London in directions that are outside the 
sphere of the Beth Din will appeal to those who realise, as I do, and as 1 feel 
Mr. Jessel did, that the community has not yet risen to a full sense of its 
responsibility in meeting the religious needs of our coreligionists in East London ; 
and there can be little doubt that those who cherish the memory of their 
departed leader and colleague will consider it their sacred privilege to complete 
the work he has, alas! left unfinished. 


MR. JESSEL AND SOUTH HACKNEY. 


The Rev. GATCHELL ISAACS, minister of the South Hackney Synagogue, 
writes: The news of the death of Mr. Albert H. Jessel, K.C., has come as a great 
shock to Hackney, where he was so well-known and much respected by many 
friends, Jewish and Gentile. He was Unionist candidate for Central Hackney, a 
position he recently relinquished in consequence of. serious illness, greatly 
to, the regret of the Hackney Unionist Association and the leading men 
and representatives of the locality. Mr. Jessel took a keen interest 
in the many institutions connected with the Borough of Hackney, and J com- 
manding personality was a notable feature at all functions, both public and 
private. He was much admired for his fearless public utterances, which once 
brought him into serious collision with Mr. Ure, a prominent champion of the 
late Liberal Government, for a fighting speech he delivered during the period of 
the last General Election. He was a warm and generous supporter of the South 
Hackney Synagogue Religion Classes. 


MR, JESSEL AND THE SOUTH LONDON (BOROUGH) JEWISH 
SCHOOLS. 


Mr. JoseErn BERNBERG, the Headmaster, writes :—Mr. Albert H. Jessel had 
always taken a keen interest in educational institutions, and, in 1891, on the 
death of Mr. Abraham de Mattos Mocatta, consented to act as President of the 
South London (Boreugh) Jewish Schools, which post he occupied until his 
death. Recognising the necessity for more desirable accommodation, Mr. Jesse! 
took an active part in rebuilding the schools and presided at the opening of the 
new premises in 1905. Like some other distinguished men, Mr. Jessel could not 
boast of the quality of his hand-writing, and when he visited the schools it 
afforded him pleasure to compliment the pupils on their penmanship. I 


| remember that on one occasion, when copying a document he had written, having 


to refer to him concerning a word I was unable to decipher, he laughingly admitted 
that he could not read it himself. 


A “SILHOUETTE” OF MR. JESSEL. 


Under the initials A. H. J., “Gyp,” writing in the Jewish World, 
thus, in described Mr. Jessel :— 

If you would know if there be anything in a name, here you can find an 
instance. Had “J ” stood for “Jones” his great forensic powers and his ample 
legal] attainments would have been more generally recognised even than they are. 
But the comparison of the nephew with one of the greatest luminaries that ever 
adorned the Evoglish Bench, who happened to be his uncle, was inevitable. There 
is no man who enters the Law Courts to-day who would not appear small when 
set as Lawyer beside the Master of the Rolls whose name he bears. Had he been 
“Jones,” again, it is probable that he would have made even a deeper mark than 
he has in his profession. For it was almost natural that he came to regard hi 
fortune of bearing a name so revered in the Law, as an open sesame to success 
at the Bar which would relieve him of the necessity for a deal of “swotting.” 
Indeed, this circumstance either fitted in with his disposition or his disposition has 
become-moulded tothe circumstance. “A.H.j.” is mot given to superabundant 
energy in the form of taking strenuous trouble. He approaches most communal, 
as Lord Melbourne approached most political, questions with an air which 
sometimes crystallises into the plea : “ Can't you let it alone?” Like 
his prototype he invests all problems with the halo of scintillating 
humour, and has an absolute genius for resolving serious differences into mere 
matters of tweedledee and tweedledum. Watch him when he perforce has to 
assume a solemn ‘aspect, when, for instance, it falls to him to speak to a 
condolence resolution or to animadvert on the enormities-of some hapless Minister 
who perchance has omitted to inscribe some form in precisely the way demanded 
by the United Synagogue Office. Then you will observe a face denoting the 
pained expression of quite unnatural solemnity ; it seems to be curtained by an 
almost transparent and altogether ill-fitting mask which he drops at the earliest 
opportunity, and with evident relief and joy. When he becomes a Judge, as in 
all probability he will, he is certain to become the “darling” of the Chancery 
side. He will manage to discover something humorous in gravely propounding a 
complicated will, the costs of which have left it not worth the paper it was written 
on. Or, he will see the fun of awarding Manorial rights that have been served 
up asa standing legal dish through generations of solicitors and a historic pro- 
cession of Counsel, from their briefless days through their lives till their long 
nights claimed them and which was not relinguished till in the condition of the 
platter made famous in fable by Mr. and Mrs. J.Sprat, “A.H.J.” can joke about 
Replevy and laugh at Tort; how can he be serious at the Board of Deputies 
where he represents a constituency he does not know where to look for on the 
map? How is it possible for him to keep a straight face long at the 
United Synagogue Council, where he has to conduct a solemn debate on 
Mikvahs and wax enthusiastic upon the niceties of traditional custom? Yet he 
has deep feeling and strong convictions, as he can forcefully indicate when the 
occasion winds him up. His hatred of the mean and the petty, of the pedantic 
or of narrow bickering are quite marvellous in one who passes so much of his life 
beneath a lawyer's wig. His kindly, lovable nature, with a peculiar magnetic 
charm, which seems at first introduction to repel only in order to draw the more 
closely on nearer acquaintance, revolts with impatience at the mere desultory 
bore. Yet he aspires to be known as M.P. for Hackney. Generous in disposition 


to a degree, he cannot any the less forbear from exercising, on even his nearest 


friend, the shafts of his ready wit, which at times are sharp and cut deep.

OBITUARY. 


MISS MARY ANN RYDER. 
“GRANDNURSIE FRANKLIN.” 


Our advertisement columns last week announced the passing away on 
the 25th ult., at the ripe age of eighty-eight, of a widely-known and highly- 
respected old family servant, Mary Ann Ryder, better known as “ Grandnursie 
Franklin,” for fifty-five years nurse in the family of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
Ellis A. Franklin, and an honoured and greatly beloved friend of three 
generations of their descendants. 

All her life she had been in close association with Jews; in her early days 
she had lived with the Almosnino, Lindo and other Anglo-Jewish families, and 
her knowledge of Jewish customs and traditions was extraordinary in one not a 
member of the community. 

One who was well acquainted with the deceased lady writes :—‘“ She knew 
all the older Jewish families—Sephardic and Ashkenazic—and all about them, 
and was quite an authority on Jewish ceremonies and customs, not only as they 
are now kept but as they were kept in the “Four Streets” in the fifiies and 
sixties. She read her “ CHRONICLE ” rogularly, and was very outspoken in her 
criticism of changes from the “old ways.” 

In accordance with her expressed wish, she was buried on Friday last in the 
Willesden General Cemetery, at a point which is contiguous to the Willesden 


Cemetery of the United Synagogue—the last resting-place of her beloved master 
and mistress. 


FLATAU.—A link with the past was broken on Saturday night, when Mrs 
Judith Flatau, widow of the late Mr. William Flatau, founder of the firm o 
A. and W. Flatau, and Warden of the North London Synagogue for upwards of 
twenty years, passed peacefully away at the age of eighty-three. Mrs. Flatau 
was the last surviving member of two old Portuguese families. Her father was 
the late Dr. Jonathan Nathaniel Messina (whose father in his turn was the 
medical attendant of Napoleon Bonaparte), and her maternal grandfather was 
Elias Lopez Mendes Pereira, whose elder brother was the famous physician, 
Jonathan Pereira, consulting physician to the London Hospital, in which institu- 
tion there was erected a bust in his memory, and in whose honour the Pharma- 
ceutical Society founded the Pereira Medal and Prize. Among her brothers-in- 
jaw she numbered the late Rev. B. H. Ascher (author of “ The Book of Life”) 
and the late Amschell Schwartzschild. During the years that her husband 
was Warden of the North London Synagogue she never missed a service, 
and from her home in Highbury Quadrant there radiated those influences which 
had so much to do with the success of the synagogue. Up to the last she 
displayed the keenest interest in all that appertained to the synagogue and was 
a subscriber to all its societies and charities. Mrs. Flatau indeed lived a full 
life—full of inspiration for those around hér. She attracted the personal love 
and devotion of her countless friends, because of her fine character. She lived 
to see the fourth generation, when but two weeks ago Mrs. Joseph Jacobs, the 
eldest daughter of Sir Adolph Tuck, gave birth to a daughter. Among her 
children are Lady Tuck, Mrs. Isaac Davis and Mrs. Louis Wolff.

Mr. Eruraim Harris, M.A., said that he had been associated with 
Councillor Finburgh in communal work for many years and found that he 
earnestly carried out his duties for the love of the work and for the sake of 
humanity.

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THE JEW AND THE SYNAGOGUE. 
From Mr. N. S. BURSTEIN, 135, Albany Road, Roath Park, 
Cardiff. (To THE E piTor. | 


“Sir,—It is really wonderful, astonishirg, nay, almost bewildering, to 
see how the seemingly simple subject, “ The Jew and the Synagogue,” has 
caught on, as the common saying goes. In spite of the tumultuous times we 
are now living in, it has evidently. opened. the sluices of oratory. and the 
passion for writing of clergy and laity alike. Thereseems to be a tremendous 
anxiety for the spiritual welfare and well-being of those souls purified on the 
battlefield who will come back after the war is over. Really and truly, it 
is Messiah-time to see ministers and laymen vie with each other to find 
the best ways and means to make our synagogues a living and loving 
centre for our brave fellows when they come home. All this is quite 
laudable. It shows at least that the religious proclivities in Anglo-Jewry 
are after all not so stagnant as they appear to be. There is merit even in 
giving expression to a good desire. The pity of it is that some of these 
well-wishers are allowing their hearts to run away with their heads, Their 
fantastic notion is to strike divine sparks out of dust, the result of which 
can only be 193) without form and void.”’) 

Take for instance the Rev. Vivian G. Simmons. Here we have a 
young Jewish minister just returned from the battlefield, where he 
undoubtedly had palpable proof of the frailty of man and saw how 
human beings welter in human blood; but he evidently also saw how deep 
Judaism lies in the heart of every Jewish soldier, and how the Jewish 
soldier cherishes with his very life’s blood the ritual, customs, traditions, 
and, in fact, the religious tenets which have preserved Jewry throughout all 
the ages, in face of hostile surroundings, and have made the Jew the 
wonder of the civilised world. And yet Mr. Simmonsis not satisfied with 
the Jewish soldier's old religion. He came from the firing line in all haste 
to advocate a * new Judaism,” “an universalism in religion,” and to create 
entirely “new heavens and a new earth.’ That sounds big, but it is 
simply the conception of an immature mind. We cannot modernise 


Truth, Truth is Troth and will always remain Truth. . Nor can Judaism 
be renewed. Its centrifugal and centripetal forces are derived from 
the Torah, and the Torah is unchangeable and unalterable. Mr. 


Simmons’ advice is to discard Tephillin; but he rejoices to see a young ; 


Jewish nurse obtaining from England a crucifix and aitar-cloth, making it 
her daily duty to see that the Christian chapel is kept clean, and gathering 
flowers with her own hands to beautify it. Ah me, my heart bleeds at the 
very thought of hearing a Jewish Minister talk in such a _ strain. 
[ wonder if Mr. Simmons is acquainted with the beautiful, 
elevating and inspiring passages written on the pieces of parchment 
the Tephillin contain? And, again, I wonder if he knows what 
the crucifix symbolises to the Jew? Does Mr. Simmons know how many 
rivers of innocent Jewish blood this relic of idolatry has cansed to flow? 
[ cannot for the life of me conceive how a Jew or Jewess can look upon 
‘or handle a cross without a feeling of horror and mental anguish, if they but 
call to mind the centuries of suffering, torture, and degradation the Jews 
the world over have undergone, and, alas, still undergo, at the hands of 
those who worship it. 

~ Universalism in religion,” forsooth! It is not the Jewish religion 
that preaches “he who does not believe .. . . is damned already.” 
The Jew sees the heavens wide open to any righteous man, no matter to 
whatever creed he may belong. Now is the time for the Christian con- 
sciencs 0 wake up, to make reparation and to do justice to the Jews. In 
this alone lies the salvation and the moral being of the civilised nations of 
the world. It is only by restoring national prestige and national dignity to 
the Jew that his Judaism will be strengthened. When we achieve this we 
shall have achieved all. | 

No, Mr. Simmons is on the wrong track! It was my privilege 
to have been a _ personal friend of his father "*Y, who was in 
the truest sense of the word an ideal minister. He was the 
very incarnation of loving-kindness and piety. Though minister of 
the Reform Synagogue in Manchester, he used to attend services on the 
‘second days of Holy Daysin the Orthodox Synagogue, thus showing his 
superior spirit and judgment and his deep knowledge and appreciation of 
the ordinances of our Rabbis of old. It is the very antiquity of the usages 
and practices in our religion that make them imperishable and holy. Let 
the son follow in the footsteps of his revered father and not waste his 
excellent abilities, youthful vigour, and enterprising spirit on misleading and 
corruptiog religious schemes to jeopardise the tenets so well ingrafted in 
the hearts of our valiant Jewish soldiers. 

Judaism, like the sea, has its ebbs and its fows. But it remains ever 
young, ever mightv and invigorating. There is a good deal more that could 
be said abont the synagogue and about the Jewish home, but I think I can- 
not do better now than quote the following, which Rabbi Dr. Bernard 
Drachman, of New York, said about eighteen years ago,in a powerful 
oration on “ The Divine Purpose of the Synagogue.” 

The synagogue speaks to its attendants in clear tones and distinct accents: 
it tells them why they are Jews through its beautifil symbols and usages, so rich 
in religious significance, in the teachings of its minister and the supplication and 
prayers which he addresses to the Divine Father; it keeps constantly awake and 
alive in the breasts of its visitors a realising sense of their duties as moral men and 
vamen and as faithful Israelites and servants of God. The synagogue is, there- 
Sore, the fountain head of morality and faith. 

We cannot surrender the synagogue, its lessons are too valuable, its inspira- 
tion to potent and salutary. In the synagogue we behold again our glorious 
antiquity, we sing the songs of Zion, we pray in the sacred tongue of Zion, we 
meet in spiritual communion the prophets, the lawgiver, the great and holy men 
of ea ages—we listen again to their voices and are instructed by their words and 
wisdom.

JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT, 
ORDER OF ANCIENT MACCABEANS. 


The annual Grand Beacon meeiing was held in Manchester last week. In 
the absence of the Grand Commander (Bro. Herbert Bentwich) Bro. Sol Cohen, 
of Liverpool, Grand Provincial Deputy-Commander, presided. There was a 


. Jarge attendance of \delégates, represénting the various Beacons in the United 


Kingdom. The delegates were welcomed by Bro. N. I. Adler, on behalf of the 
Manchester Beacons. 

A message containing greetings and wishes for a successful meeting was read 
from the Copenhagen Zionist Bureau, who appreciated the Order's efforts for the 
Palestine Relief Fund. 

The annual report, which was adopted, showed that the war had affected the 
membership of the Order, and, in a few instances, had hindered the ‘development of its 
Zionist activities. A fair number had joined His Majesty's Forces, and provision would 
have to be made for their benefits. The financial position was very satisfactory, the 
assets of the Registered Fund, including investments, realised over £1,600, whilst the 
Zionist Fund had to its credit over £500. The sum of £500 had been remitted to the 


various Zionist Funds, including over £170 to the Palestine Relief Fund, for which fund™ 


donations were being still received. In addition, severa) Beacons lad to give assistance 
to those of their members who were interned. 

The balance-sheet of the Registered Zionists and State Insurance accounts 
were adopied. 

A large number of resolutions dealing with amendments in the constitution 
were adopted. Among the most important were the following :— 

The annual Grand Beacon meeting shall be the sovereign power of the Order, and 
shall have the right to convene a convention every thrge years, or at any special time, 
to consider the policy and principles of the ¢ cei 

The head office of the Order shall be removedfio Manchester, the various executive 
offices be centralised, and a secretary be appointtd who shal! devote his full time to 
the Order 

The position of those membefts, who are already members in a society which 
becomes a branch of the Order, was reguiarised by the decision to allow them insurance 
benefit and a half. 

Various proposals dealing with representation, insurable cases, transfer of 
members from one town to another, regular returns and payments by the Beacons 
were all satisfactorily dealt with. . 

The following resolutions were unanimously adopted :— 

That this Order welcomes the action taken by the leaders of the National movement 
in America in convening a Congress to deal with the vital Jewish questions arising out 


. of the present world crisis, and expresses the hope that the deliberations of the Congress 


will result in active steps for securing the establishment of a National Home for Jews ia 
Palestine. 

That this Grand Beacon meeting reiterates its loyalty to the Zionist programme, as 
endorsed! from Congress to Congress, viz., the establishment of a publicly-recognised, 
legally-secured home for the Jewish nation in Palestine, and expresses the hope that the 
time may not be far distant when our brethren will be accorded full civil and political 
rights all over the world, and that the Order co-operate with bodies that strive for ths 
above objects. 

That wherever possible Beacons shali take part in communal affairs in the institu- 
tions, and thereby influence public and communal opinion in the Jewish national spirit. 

The meeting unanimously adopted the War Emergency Rules, which allow 
that every member who serves in His Majesty's Forces shall be retained on the 
books of his beacon. No member serving pays any contributions or levies, while 
every other member of the Order pays one penny per week extra to provide a 
fund for the sick ani death endowment benefits of allservice members.) Members 
when discharged are re-admitted as members of their respective Beacons. A 
resolution ‘thanking the retiring executive for their services was unanimously 
carried, and with the election of a Grand Council the proceedings were brought 
to aclose. 

On the Sunday evening a meeting of members was held at the Maccabean 
Hall. Bro. M. Sortman presided. Addresses were delivered by the Chairman, 
Bros. Sol Cohen, M. Sagarsky, E. Goidman, and I. Wassilewsky. The meeting 
closed with the Hatikvah. On the Monday evening the delegates and lady 
friends sat down to a tea provided by the Manchester Beacons. The toasts of 
the Zionist Movement and of the Order were duly honoured, and thanks were 
tendered to the Organising Committee, lady stewards, and all who had co-operated 
in’ making the conference a success.

JEWISH NATIONAL FUND. 


In our issue of the 27th October, under the heading “ Austrian Government 
Frustrates Zionist Work,” we stated : 


The Austrian Government has prohibited the collection of funds for the purpose o f 
establishing colonies in Palestine for Jewish soldiers invalided in the war. The Zionis t 


funds for this scheme have already reached the sum of 150,000 Kronen. The Government 


explained its order by the necessity that all money collected in Austria should be spent 


in the country itself, and not abroad. 


With reference to the foregoing, the Jewish National Fund Commission writes 


to us :—‘ This communication is based on incorrect imformation, In reality it is not 


the Austrian Government but only the Lower-Austrian Stattbalter in Viensa, for 


the province of Lower-Austria, who has prohibited collections made by the 
National Fund for the War Land Donation to be continued under this designation. 
They objected merely to the word “ war,” and have done so in the case of thirty- 
five collections of another character. The collections for the Land Donations 
of the Jewish National Fund are being continued with great success in Austria 
as previously, and likewise those for the other branches of National Fund work. 


From the trenches alone, where there are thousands of Zionist officers and non- 


commissioned officers, we receive 3,000 to 4,000 Kr. weekly. It is urgently 
desirable fort this example to be followed in other lands, especially because of the 
great tasks that will devolve upon the Jewish National Fund after the conclusion 


of peace.”

Extract from Dr. Daisy Stepney’s letter} from the British Hospital for 
Children, Kazan, Russia -— 

The scarlet fever epidemic continues, and an outbreak of smallpox is causing 
the town great anxiety in regard to accommodation for the two infectious 
diseases. The children are packed two in each bed in the Town Fever Hospital. 
Yesterday we had a typical scene: Six Jewish refugee children, completely con- 
valescent and merry, were taken home by their three respective mothers, all 
nearly off their heads with joy. If you could have seen them, and heard their 
happy exclamations! All the little bundles of disinfected clothes spread out on 
the floor, all the garments getting hopelessly mixed, but the mothers; too happy 
to Care—puitting on a little vest here, a stocking there, stopping to kiss Sister's 
apron or stroke her face, blessing them, catching them up to kiss them again, 
half-dressed, fairly singing over them with happiness. And when they were all 
trussed up in wraps and shawls till hardly anything was visible of the six except 
their bright eyes, they were all brought to say good-bye to me, while the mothers 
kissed my hands again and again.

Brothers’ Serving. 


Several portrait groups of three brothers serving with the Army appear in 
the current issue of the Jewish World, 
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. Children of the Ghetto.” 


There are some folk who never seem to tire of having an occasional “ fling ” 
at the Ghetto’s premier market-place. Either they regard “The Lane” as a 
standing joke or as a veritable assembling-place for articles procured in dishonest 
fashion. This attitude most probably originated in the biassed writings of lesser- 
known scribes. And the man-in-the-street bas learned to accept them as accurate. 
It isan understood theery, even amongst highly intelligent folk, that one’s silk 
‘kerchief is abstracted from one’s pocket at one end of “ The Lane ” and offered 
for sale at the other! What a reflection upon that splendid body of patrols in 
blue, the men of the ““A™ Division |! 

I refer tothis matter for the reason that an evening paper has recently given 
unconscious pronrineace to this tattered and faded myth. It seems that an 
unsuspecting Frenchman, lighting his flash-lamp in Central London, was 
accosted by a psuedo officer of the “ Intelligence Department,” and made to 
hand over the article, the use of which, it was urged, was i'legal. Tocondense 
along story, it was discovered that the gallant Frenchman had been victimised ; 
but consolation was subsequently administered by a police inspector, who tendered 
the advice to “try Petticoat Lane next.Sunday ” if he would trace the vanished 
lamp. Maybe our Gaelic brother religiously made bis way to the locality indicated. 
Maybe not. But the Ghetto’s pride has suflered injury. 


Taiking of extravagance, a correspondent draws my attention to the wicked 
outlay upon fruit by North London Jewesses. . Friday after Friday these women 
expend anything between 16s. and /1l%0n sheer luxuries, whilst needy wives and 
mothers chafe near-by at the exorbitant price of potatoes. These things make 
a bad impression upon the non-Jewish population, and give rise to a quite 
natural discontent that finds an outlet in anti-Semitism. 


The sugar shortage is causing no end of apprehension in this. part of the 
town. The product seems as precious as diamonds, and grocers who are dis- 
pensing an unappetising gritty sugar of kha’i hue are plying a roaring business. 
If things go on at this rate, some of us prof. . ional folk would much prefer to 
receive our salaries in the form of tickets on t..e Grocery Relief Fund 


There is another aspect of the matter. that occasions apprehension, and, I 
regret to hear, is causing far more commotion than the probable shortage of the 
matzo supply. That is, the possibly restricted supply and consequently increased 
price of Passover confectionery. It is quite within the rangeof possibility that we 
shall be obliged to exercise total abstinence in this regard. Lord Devonport has 
already sounded a warning as to the wanton waste of sugar for “extravagant 
confectionery and cakes.” “It wasathing which had got to be stopped, and it 
would be stopped.” So it's no use crying over empty sugar-sackhs, though the 
matzo, without the compensating influence of the macaroon, will be “ poor bread” 
indeed. 


Whether American matzo-bakers will—or can—take advantage of an 
opportunity to make good any deliciency remains to be seen. In the absence of 
facts and figures concerning the supplies of Passover flour and manufactured 
matzos already in hand, it is futile to speculate on this phase of the problem. 
Bat I do know that, assuming adequate transport facilities, we shall have a 
record invasion of the matzo from over the sea. 

The Stepney Borough Council, it seems, is not particularly keen upon 
fostering “the noble art,” evem when the price of admission to the boxing shows 
is brought within the reach of the average individual A Jewish prom@ier of 
these displays sought the use of the Goulston Street Baths for the purpose, and a 
lively discussion ensued. Councillor Valentine, I moticeé, made a good stand in 
favour of letting the Baths, urging that boxing wasallowed in the Army and Navy. 
The Council did not seem ableto assure itself whether the displays would partake 
of the nature of boxing or prize fighting. So, for the present, the proposal is 
“off” and the embryo “stars of the East” must study form and fisticuffs in a 
more congenial environment. 


Thursday as the projected meatless day by no means appeals to the fair ones 
in Jewry. Thursday is to the Jewish shopper what Saturday is to her Gentile 
sister. With Sabbath beginning at 3.30 p.m., the difficulties of Friday shopping 
would make things awkward for dealer and customer alike. Again, is it likely. 
tbat this one-day closing will materially affect the consumption of meat? Or is 
it not probable that folks will secure a two days’ supply to tide them over their 
so-called ‘* meatless day'’'? There are loopholes that must be obvious to the 
least thoughtful among us. Anyway, I understand that Lord Devonport has 
been approached with a view to his sanctioning Wednesday as the day of self- 
denial. 


The new state of affairs gives rise to a host of interesting questions such as 
would perplex an erudite Talmudist, let alone a Food Controller. One corre- 
spondent—lI fear he is pulling my leg— wants to know what his position will be if 
the beef sandwiches he purchases on the Wednesday evening are consumed by 
bim on the Thurgday. It all depends. N-he be wise, he will enjoy his 
sandwiches on “meatless day ” and say nothing. On the other hand, by shouting 
out his indulgence from the roof-tops, be is liable to a long term of—enforced 
vegetarianism. 

The only man in the East End who can afford to smile at the prospect as 
the gentleman who vends hot baked beans from a dilapidated pram. ‘There has 
been a falling off, also, of the sale of the tear-compelling Chrine. After all, who 
wants Chrine when no beef is available ? | 


The Ghetto’s Chanucah lamps—usSual price one penny—increased this year in 
cost by 200 per cent. There was a shortage of tin (alas! in the vulgar sense also) 
and a shortage of labour. Hence the barefaced demand for threepence® or a. 
penny article. And the Christmas candles, with a redeeming 3 emblazoned on 
the box, increased in cost and dropped in quality: Which is part of the price 
we are paying for the war.

The former 
work was brief, and contained many pleasing passages, though in no way reaching the 
impressive level its title demanded. Coming as it did between Beethoven s Overture to 
“ Leonora,” No. 3, and the lively Peer Gynt Suite of Grieg, it suffered possibly from 
contrast. The work of Frank Bridge, conducted by the composer, showed an almost 
inevitable prolixity, that robbed it of much of its artistic value. Mr. Bridge's seriousness 
of purpose caused him at times to extend his thematic material so as to obscure the 
clarity of outline. Madame Marguerite D' Alvarez is a practised singer, and save for one 
of two'slight lapses in tone, interpreted the familiar Aria from Saint Saéns’ “ Samson 
and Dalila,” with assurance, and her dramatic skill was shown inher delivery of the Aria 
“ La Mer” (Borodin). For the rest, the programme comprised the familiar overtures to 
“Tannhiuser” and “William Tell,” the Casse Noisette Suite (Tchaikowsky), and 
concluded with Moussorgsky's “ Gopak " (The Fair at Sorochinsk). 

The next concert at Queen's Hall will take placeon the 13thjmst. The programme 
includes Ravel's Ode, Pavane (On a Dead Child), a new Co to for pianoforte and 
orchestra hy Tcherepnine, with Mr, Benno Moiseiwitsch as solo pianist, and a Suite 
Populaire, “ Catalonia,” by Albaniz, Im addition will be heard Mozart's Symphony 
No. 35, in D (“Haffmer") and the Brandenburg Concerto No. 5in DD, with Messrs. 
Benno Moiseiwitsch, Albert Fransella and Maurice Sons as soloists. The concluding 
item will be Sullivan's Overture “ Macbeth.” 

Miss Gladys Haystack sang last week at Shoreham, Worthing, Seaford, Canterbury, 
Orpington, and Wendover. 

The second half of the thirty-first season of the South Place Sunday popular eomcerts 
will begin on Sunday next, at six o'clock, when the programme will @onsist 
entirely of works by Bach. Mr. J. Campbell McInnes will be the singer, and Messrs. 
John Saunders and Richard H. Walthew, the solo instrumentalists, On the following 
Sunday, January 14th, an interesting musical event will take place, namely, the first 
performance of Mr. Joseph Jongen's new string quartet. This distinguished Belgian 
artist made his first public appearance in London at these concerts soon after his 
arrival in this country, a Belgian refugee, two years ago.
